The Citizens Band (CB) radio business is booming, the 
industry happily reports. 
It began during the 1973-74 fuel crisis when truckers 
bought them to alert each other about radar traps and 
police cars. CB has since caught on for marine, mobile 
home and personal use with consumers. 
More than 6.2 million CB sets are currently in use, at 
an investment of more than $1.5 billion. One of every 39 
passenger cars has them ; one out of every five long-haul 
trucks; one out of seven pleasure boats, and one out of 
seven recreational vehicles. 
More efficient manufacturing techniques that have 
brought the average cost of a set down to $150, plus the 
fact that the Federal Communications Commission has 
reduced license fees from $20 to $4 during the past few 
years, have also contributed to the boom. The FCC issued 
20,000 Citizens Band licenses a month in 1973, which 
require no proficiency examination. To date in 1975, that 
figure has increased to 150,000 a month. 
The industry at present is a fragmented one, with no 
more than a dozen companies having sales in excess of 
$10 million. Only about 15 per cent of CB radios are ac­ 
tually produced in the United State, the balance 
primarily in the Far East. 
Inevitably, along with the upsurge of interest in CB 
have come complaints of misuses and abuses by 
operators who treat it more like a toy than a useful tool.

naval base rights 
at 
Guantanamo.

WASHINGTON - Many will 
say it is hyperbolic to write, as 
we have done, of guerrilla 
warfare against the free press in 
America.

Yet the struggle to maintain 
press freedom today resembles 
the first stage of an Arab oil 
embargo. Here and there, a 
small filling station closes, but 
there seems to be plent y of gas 
around until the day comes 
when it is gone. 
Freedom of the press has been 
curtailed lately in hundreds of 
instances around the country. 
Politicians 
and 
prosecutors, 
shaken 
by 
newspaper 
disclosures, have been waiting 
in ambush. A grim if subdued 
struggle is underway, and the 
body count is rising. Here are 
some typical cases. 
- Bernard Able, editor of the 
weekly Westmore News of Port 
Chester, N.Y., was found guilty 
of “harassment,” while two 
buildings he owns have been 
threatened with condemnation 
by local authorities. Why? He 
wrote 
several 
editorials 
blasting those authorities for 
inadequate police protection in 
the 
black 
section 
of Port 
Chester. 
- For six months, reporters 
Richard Cady and William 
Anderson of the Indianapolis 
Start lived under the cloud of a 
criminal indictment charging 
them with having conspired to 
bribe a police officer. Their real 
offense: 
writing a 
Pulitzer 
Prize-wining series exposing 
corruption in the Indianapolis 
police department and in the 
Marion 
County prosecutor’s 
office. 
- After Floyd Norris, a 
reporter for The Monitor of 
Concord, N.H., wrote a story 
about dubious conduct by area 


officials in the awarding of a dog 
track franchise, he was arrested 
at this typewriter and charged 
with 
possessing 
“ stolen 
property” 
- 
that is 
the 
document 
containing 
the 
allegations. - In 
Alabama, 
reporters John Jones and Ron 
Casey of the Birmingham News, 
after writing articles charging 
Sheriff C. P. Walker with 
wrongdoing,

arrested by the overwrought 
sheriff, who charged them with 
conspiracy to murder or maim 
him. 
All the reporters mentioned 
here, with the exception of Able, 
have been able to clear them­ 
selves of any wrongdoing.

But these red-neck assaults 
on the press by respectable 
officials.

Chiefs: U.S. labor - now 20 
million strong - is nation’s most 
powerful bloc 
WASHINGTON - Lost amid 
the grim scuffling with would-be 
assassins, the jet shuttling of 
international diplomacy, 
the 
charade of major party in­ 
fighting 
and 
parade 
of 
presidential hopefuls is the news 
of the gathering of leaders of thé 
free world’s most influential 
power bloc. 
I refer to the AFL-CIO’s 11th 
constitutional convention in the 
Civic Auditorium of jittery San 
Francisco Oct. 2. Few realize 
that the movement led by 
George Meany now has its 
largest membership in labor 
history. Thousands of delegates 
checking in will speak for a 
record 14.2 million unionsists. 
Acting concertedly they can 
make or break domestic or 
foreign policy, make or break 
presidential 
influence 
and 
certainly make • or break the 
Democratic party’s ’76 national 
ticket. 
But the federation’s mem­ 
bership merely is part of this 
significant labor story. There 
are, in fact, some 20 million 
unionists. Their national leaders 
often growl at each other. They 
feud. They fight for jurisdiction. 
But on the legislative front 
they’re generally united. 
Meany may jab away at 
Teamsters’ general president 
Frank (Fitz) Fitzsimmons.

legislatively - with the most 
effective lobbying coalition in 
town. 
Overlooked, too, except in 
these days of school teachers 
strikes, 
is 
the 
National 
Education Assn., led by the 
dynamic 37-year-old executive 
director Terry Herndon and the 
40-year-old president John Ryor. 
A few years ago the NEA was 
more a 
tea and sandwich 
research organization. Today 
it’s militantly dynamic. To its 
1.7 
million 
members 
it’s 
organizing over 4,000 each week. 
It’s a union all right. Though it 
battles 
with 
AFL-CIO 
vice 
president A1 Shanker, president 
of the 400,000-member American 
Federation of Teachers, it works 
closely with the AFL-CIO in

of communities, 
especially with the whirlwindish

president Jerry Wurf. 
Thus the American labor

the the George Meanys. 
This labor “congress’” is the 
AFL-CIO’s 
20th 
anniversary 
biennial convention. The merger 
of 1955 has stood though the 
teamsters were ousted and the ' 
auto workers took a walk. The 
merger stands even though the 
armory at New York’s Park 
Ave. and 34th St, in which 
Meany and the late Reuther 
jointly raised and banged a big 
gavel to launch the American

BUYING BOOM 
The Citizens Band (CB) radio business is booming, the 
industry happily reports. 
It began during the 1973-74 fuel crisis when truckers 
bought them to alert each other about radar traps and 
police cars. CB has since caught on for marine, mobile 
home and personal use with consumers. 
More than 6.2 million CB sets are currently in use, at 
an investment of more than $1.5 billion. One of every 39 
passenger cars has them ; one out of every five long-haul 
trucks; one out of seven pleasure boats, and one out of 
seven recreational vehicles. 
More efficient manufacturing techniques that have 
brought the average cost of a set down to $150, plus the 
fact that the Federal Communications Commission has 
reduced license fees from $20 to $4 during the past few 
years, have also contributed to the boom. The FCC issued 
20,000 Citizens Band licenses a month in 1973, which 
require no proficiency examination. To date in 1975, that 
figure has increased to 150,000 a month. 
The industry at present is a fragmented one, with no 
more than a dozen companies having sales in excess of 
$10 million. Only about 15 per cent of CB radios are ac­ 
tually produced in the United State, the balance 
primarily in the Far East. 
Inevitably, along with the upsurge of interest in CB 
have come complaints of misuses and abuses by 
operators who treat it more like a toy than a useful tool. 
For sure, when the FCC decided to allocate a portion of 
the airwaves for Citizen Band radio it never foresaw that 
it was setting off a minor revolution in communications.

Chiefs: U.S. labor - now 20 
million strong - is nation’s most 
powerful bloc 
WASHINGTON - Lost amid 
the grim scuffling with would-be 
assassins, the jet shuttling of 
international 
diplomacy, 
the 
charade of major party in­ 
fighting 
and 
parade 
of 
presidential hopefuls is the news 
of the gathering of leaders of the 
free world’s most influential 
power bloc. 
I refer to the AFL-CIO’s 11th 
constitutional convention in the 
Civic Auditorium of jittery San 
Francisco Oct. 2. Few realize 
that the 
movement led 
by 
George Meany now has its 
largest membership in labor 
history. Thousands of delegates 
checking in will speak for a 
record 14.2 million unionsists. 
Acting concertedly they can 
make or break domestic or 
foreign policy, make or break 
presidential 
influence 
and 
certainly make or break the 
Democratic party’s ’76 national 
ticket. 
But the federation’s mem­ 
bership merely is part of this 
significant labor story. There 
are, in fact, some 20 million 
unionists. Their national leaders 
often growl at each other. They 
feud. They fight for jurisdiction. 
But on the legislative front 
they’re generally united.

Children need to know 


How do you tell a child his mother and father no longer love each 
other and they have decided to get a divorce? 
There is no easy way, but research now shows that children who 
are told their parents are divorcing make a better adjustment than 
do the children who are lied to, who are told “Daddy is going on a 
long trip,” or “Mommy is going to stay at her sister’s for a while.” 
But what exactly can you say to a child, what words can loving 
parents use? 
Rabbi Earl A. Grollman has written a most sensitive, illuminating 
and responsible book which either or both parents can read to their 
child about their impending divorce. The book is called “Talking 
About Divorce.” 
The bode is perceptively illustrated, the sad 
mother, 
the 
unhappy father and the forlorn child. There is no religion in the book 
but rather it uses sound techniques for proving to the child that no 
matter what has happened between husband and wife, the child will 
always be loved by his mother ami father. 
"... We seem to be arguing all the time. You can tell by the way we 
are picking on each other,” one page reads and on the next there is a 
picture of a woman crying, her child trying to comfort her. “You see 
Mommy crying sometimes,” the text reads. 
The book takes the child through the painful reality of two people 
who no longer love each other, who hurt one another, fathers who 
storm out of the house, mothers who yell at their children. 
Then the child is told his mother and father no longer wish to live 
together, that they will be divorcea. 
But it is quickly made clear ttntthfe child is not responsible for their 
divorce, not to “blame,” that their child is a “wonderful” part of 
their lives. But despite this, despite the fact the child may be 
unhappy, angry, frightened — nothing the child can do will change 
their minds. 
One thing, though, will be permanent, “You are our child and we 
will love you always.” 
Throughout the book the child is encouraged to talk about what his 
parents are saying, to give vent to his feelings, no matter what, and 
to trust his parents will understand. 
At the end of the book, Grollman has provided special counseling 
for parents who will read this book, and a list of agencies available 
for special counseling for parents and children, if that becomes 
necessary. 
Rabbi Grollman has thought deeply about divorce and is con­ 
cerned that not enough attention is being paid to this profoundly 
disturbing experience. 
The rabbi is experimenting with a “divorce ceremony” which 
takes place with family, children, relatives, even friends —different 
only from the marriage ceremony in that the wedding rings are 
returned. But both husband ahd wife at this ceremony acknowledge 
that, although their marriage has not succeeded, they both pledge to 
love and care for their children forever. 
With the startling fact that in 1975 there are more divorces than 
marriages, Rabbi Grollman’s book, “Talking About Divorce” is 
needed more than ever. 
For those men and women whose marriage is beginning to show 
the first signs of lovelessness and possible divorce, it might be a good 
idea for each to read this book. After confronting the heartbreak on 
these pages, perhaps the parents might decide to get some help — 
before thev have to read the book to their children.

The old yellow school bus shook with the joyious shouts of the 
Sikeston team members as it prepared to take the Bulldog team 
home after a surprisingly easy 21-8 win over arch-rival Charleston. 
It was the Bulldogs' second straight conference win and left them 
sharing first place with the Poplar Bluff Mules. 
“ We kicked their butts! ” 
“ Boy did that defense hit!” 
But, most aptly put by assistant coach Tom Horton, “ We are 
BACK!” 
The game, featuring an overpowering performance by the 
Sikeston offensive line, sounded a warning to other conference 
teams that Sikeston is to be reckoned with. Two wins do not a season 
make, but the ease with which the Bulldogs interior line moved their 
larger opponents and the huge holes the backs had to run through 
showed that the team has arrived, is playing well and, most im­ 
portant, doesn't intend to roll over and play dead for anyone. 
Behind a suddenly matured Ron Priday, the offense ground out 388 
total yards and controlled the ball nearly two-thirds of the game, 71 
plays to 45. Priday, from his quarterback slot, was deceptive, quick 
and not a bit shy about calling his own number. Totals showed the 176- 
pound senior with 124 yards in 22 carries. He got help from junior 
tailback Paul Bean, who had 101 yards. Mike Lambert and Scott 
Scherer combined for another 78. 
The speed of the Jays was foremost on the minds of most Sikeston 
fans and players, but the Charleston runners 
didn’t get much 
chance to show their stuff. Tailback Greg Johnson ripped the 
Bulldog defense for 110 yards on 18 carries, but that was just about 
all the offense Charleston could muster. They totaled 175 yards, 
more than half of it on their one scoring drive near the end ofthethird 
quarter. 
Despite dry conditions and beautiful football weather, both teams 
had a severe case of fumbilitis in the first period. P'ive times the ball 
was lost, three by Charleston, as both teams struggled to get their 
offenses moving Finally, late in the frame, Charleston was able to 
penetrate deep into Bulldog territory. Quarterback - kicker Kevin 
Hess kicked a 33-yard field goal,for what appeared to be a three- 
point home team lead. But the referees called everyone back, long 
after the play was over, and penalized Charleston five yards. The 
second time the kick was blocked and the Jays never again 
threatened, until third period. 
Meanwhile, the Sikeston offense was doing much better. Priday 
led his team to the Charleston sixteen, on the first series of the second 
quarter Joe Green took a second-down pitchout on an end- around 
and waltzed across the goal-line to give the Bulldogs the first lead of 
the game. 6-0. Friday's kick was tipped and off to the right 
Five plays later, a fumble by Charleston fullback Ralph Mitchell 
gave Sikeston the ball again Priday culminated a drive by going in 
from the one. Only fifteen seconds were left in half. The elusive 
Sikeston signal- caller then bootlegged the ball around right end on 
the two-point conversion and made it 14-0 going into halftime. 
On their second possession of the second half. Charleston made 
some offensive noise of their own. Following a coffin-corner punt 
that left them on their nine, the Jays began finding holes in the 
Sikeston defensive line. Utilizing their speed on pitchouts, the Jays 
moved steadily down the field, until they faced a fourth - and- six 
from the 5-13. Hess lofted the ball just over the hands of three 
Sikeston defensive backs and into those of Clint Clark, Charleston’s 
speedy wing back lor the score. When Greg Johnson scored the two- 
point conversion without being touched, there were visions of 
Caruthersville’s come-trom behind upset two weeks previous in 
Sikeston minds. But, this Sikeston team is completely different than 
that one and the offense set out to prove it.

The combined half-ton of players, that usually receive too 
little recognition, did an awesome job and appear to be the key to 
continued success this year. 
Sikeston was playing without powerback James Wilder, who had 
an injured back. But, Bean showed no signs of a knee injury suffered 
earliler in the week and Wayne Turpin and Rob Newman seemed to 
be at full strength, while leading a defensive charge that almost 
completely shut down a tough Charleston offensive machine. The 
middle was clogged up time after time and Jay runners were 
dropped for 44 yards in losses. Hess, who seemed to be under 
pressure nearly every time he threw, hit just two of nine throws and 
had a fourth-period aerial picked off by defensive back David Shell. 
It was a charged up bus ride backto town for the Bulldogs, and 
some of them probably didn’t sleep all night. Sikeston finally 
believes in itself. Now, it’s time to convince everyone else.
